Talk About Planting Potatoes. 


toee, inthe American Agriculturist 


the following : 


Last year 1 planted 13 acres of 
potatoes uf different varieties, inolnd | 
ing Early Rose. Early Vermont, 
Snowflake. Brownell's Beauty, Comp- 
tun’s Surprise, Genesee King, Jones 
No. 4, and Thorburn'a Late Rose. 
And the Deacon in the adjuining field 
planted Peachblow, Pecrless, and 
Late Rose. He hada fuir crop of 
Late Rose, but 
l'eerlesa were bardly worth digging. 

In my field the Late Rose gavo the 
largest yield, but the Early Vermont, 
un the whole, was the most satis‘ac- 
tory crop. The potatoes were more 
uniform in size. We bad three acres 
yielding 126 bnehels jr acre. The 

te Kose bad not come to maturity, 
when the drouth and the second crop 
of bngs strack them, and consequen- 
tly we had a great many small poti- 
toes Svowfinke did tolerably well. 
but not ar well as the Vermontas. Bu 
itis not worth while talking 
the varieties that did well lust year. 
It was an exceptionally b.d season. 
As a rule, the only good potatoes we 
bad were the earliest varieties—anıd 
this simply becanse they Nad nearly 
got their growth, befor they weie 
serionaly injured by the dronth and 
the bugs. The Early Vermont. plant- 
ed side by pide with the Early Rose 


made a more vigorous growth. The 
p'ants were stronger, larger, and 
more robust. I do not attribute this 
wholly to the variety. The Early 
Rose has been grown on this farm 
for several years, withouta change ul 
seed. The Vermont are compara- 
tively new. Had we got Early Kore 
from a distance, instead of p'anting 
our home-grown seed, the plante

Later 
dispatches give particulars of the 
wreck. The captain of the Wyanoke 
which had the new steamer Rockaway 
in tow, reports terriblé ‘weather the 
entiie passage from Norfolk, where 


last. FAt 5 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, {when off Egg 
Rockaway bogan going to. pieces, 
when Captain Halto, six carpenters 
and caulkera and three seamen were 
tikeu from her, and the vessel aband 
oned: When:the Wyanoke left the 
Rockaway bhe steamboat's deck was 
just above water. The crew of the 
Rockaway state that they left Nor- 
folk about 8 o'clock on Saturday

{night and were progressing fairly : 


bad frequent rain squalls during the 
passage, and there was strong wind 
blowing from the northeast. During 
Sunday the wind increased to a gale, 
and the waves rose very high, the 
rain was pouring down so heavily 
that it was in pussible to seo but a 
f-wrods ahead. All hands were at 
their posts on board the Rockaway ; 
that is the captain aud the seamen 
who were assisted by others when 
required. We were ull of the op'n- 
ión that unless the storm should 
suhride the vesel wonld be strended 
and go down. All Sunday night we 
were on the lookout for such nn oc 
cu rence. and it came just as expect- 
ed. The carpenters were all below 
deck, when it was noticed that the 
vešel had strained herself so badly 
that sho bad parted amidships * All 
rushed on deck, and the Wyanoke 
was signaled that the Rockaway was 
sinking. Lifebonts were immediate y 
lowered, and after two trips all wee 
sifely landed on board the Wyanoke 
When the last party was taken from 
the Rockaway her deck was flush 
with water, and all the compartments 
filled. When alj were safe on board 
the Wyanoke the cable was severed 
and the Rockaway left to her fate, 
and sank shortly afterward. ‘The 
Rockaway wns built at the shipyard 
of Geo. W. Beach, Norfolk, “Va, for 
R. Cornell White, of Now York. Sbe 
was 293 feet Jong, and was built for 
an exenrsion boat, having, it is said, 
greater carrying capacity than any 
exeurs'on bont in America. The 
launch on Satarday was witnessed by 
a large concourse of citizens. 

On Sunday night. during the leavy 
fog. three barks went ashore off Cape 
May within a mile of cach other.— 
They are the Italian barks Fran- 
ceshino, Captain G. R. Brogliano, 
and Monte Taber, Captain Ounco, 
both-in ballast, consigned to Balti- 
more, and the Norwegian bark Pant 
zes, also in ballast for Baltimore. — 
Tie wreeker's surf-bont boarded the 
stranded vessels, and will send for 
al, necessary assistance. The crew 
of life-saving station No. 1 succeeded 
in firing a line to the Norwegian bark 
Pantzes, but it seems that she did 
not desire to avail” herself of it, as 
her crew did not hanl the line in— 
The signal service observer at Cape 
Henry reports ns follows: “After 
communication was effected by- me 
through international code, signala 
with the Norwegian. bark Pantzes, 
she signuled to send lifeboit* and I 
signaled back to han! np the line 
which had been fired by the life-sav' 
ing crew this morning, and since 
then the crews of the life Baring sta- 
tions Nos. 1 and 2 have been at the 
work necessary to run the lifé-car, in 
which they have just succeeded, and 
all of the stranded vessel's crew. con- 
sisting of eleven all told, Lave been 
rescned. Tho life-car bas gone Lack 
to the vessel to bring ashore the re 
mainder. The veksel bas been driven 
npon an old stcamboat wreck, and a 
whole stovein ler bottom. She ja 
filling with water rapidly” The 
Monte Tuber afterward got off. 

Three more vorasels went ashore 
Sunday night during the storm at 
Cape Henry, near the signal station 
and within a mile of ench cther On: 
of them was a fail rigged ship an? 
the other two were barks. All of 
them soon after striking woro put ın 
communication with the shore and 
their owners through the agency of 
the signal acrvice observe and tho 
signal lino to telegraph to Norfolk. 
Theso vessels, together with the 
Winchester, also at the same point, 
represent at lenst half a million dol: 
lara, which will be saved wholly by 
the work of the signal service: 

The “steamship Raleigh arrived 
yesterday morning with the steam 
ship Saragorra in tow in a disabled 
condition. On Snturday. while the 
Saragossa was about 57 milea from 
Cape Henry, her abaít snddenly 
broke. The Raleigh shortly after 
took her in tow. Theo Saragossa was 
discharging her cargo yesterday, and 
will be placed on the stocks fur re- 
pairs to-day.

Hampton's letter to President 
Hayes. Qpinions-may. differ as. to 
tho expediency of Gov. Hampton's 
going to Washington under the vir- 
cumstances, but there can be no dif- 
ference of opinion in regard to the 
mavliness and directness; of: this 
written response to the Président's 
invitation. . Whileexpressing "himself 
with absolate courtesy, he aniotly 
excludes from consideration all idea 
that the proposed “conference” has 
any relation to his title to the office 
of Governor of South Carolina. Quot- 
ing tho language of the. President's 
letter, he tells him emphatically that 
“all impediments to the objects so 
earnestly desired by yourself and so 
anxiously expected by the ‘people of 
this State can at once be removed by 
the withdrawal of the federal troops 
from our State Honsa.” This is the 
“obvious and simple” solution of the 
whole question. Never was the con 
trast between the personnl character 
of two men more sharply pointed 
than in these two lettera of Cham- 
berlain and Hampton, Chamberlain 
is full of himself, bis “honor ns a 
public man," his “duty.to the repub- 
licans of South Carolina,” full of 
gross exaggeration of his own im- 
portance, his sacrifices, his “personal 
dangers.” It is the letter of an ad- 
venturer and carpet-bagger, intont 
upon dramatic effects. Gov. Hamp- 
ton simply speaks for the people of 
the State. and every word gives the 
lio to the insinnatiöns contained in 
Chamberlain's letter that the personal 
safety or rights of any class in South 
Carolina require the special protec- 
tion of the federal government or the 
maintenance by armed power of 
radical rulo. Itis tho spirit of self- 
abnegation, this willingness to waive 
all considerations of personal feeling 
or convenience for the sake of the 
canso and the interests which ho re- 
presents, which has probably led 
Gov. Hampton to accede to the Pres. 
ident’s suggestion of a personal con- 
ference at Washington. From the 
day in November, when by his pres- 
ence and his words, he stilled the 
angry crowd that surged around the 
fecble cordon of federal troops which 
barred admission to the State House 
at Columbia, Governor Hampton has 
shown a disposition to endure nll 
things personally, if by such means 
he cou'd purchase peace and the 
rights of self government for the peo 
ple of bis State. Meanwhile it is 
whispercd that despite the bravo 
words of protest and definncein his 
letter, Chamberlain has privately 
placed himself in the hands of tke 
administration and signified his wil- 
lingness to do whatever the Presi- 
dent desires Consequently much 
stronger hopes are cutertaiued of fa- 
vorable action by the administration 
in the affairs of South Carolina than 
in those of Louisiana. In fact it is 
apprehended that what the Presi- 
deut calls bis “policy” will lead him 
to offset whatever action ho may take 
in one direction’in ono State by con- 
trary nction in the opposite direction 
in the other. This may or moy not 
be the case, but unfortunately the 
President's mode of dealing with the 
whole subject suggests greater anx- 
jety on his part io raat to the pos- 
bible political effeet of his acts tban 
in regard to their consonarce with 
justice, right, and the plain require- 
ments of law. Secretary Sherman, 
Gen. Garfield and Stanley Matthews, 
it must be. remembered, were not 
only among the “visiting statesmen” 
who lent thu light of their counto- 
nance to the Louisiana returning 
board which gave the State govern- 
ment to Packard rnd the eight clecs 
toral votes of the State to Hayes, 
but tho two former wero tho most 
strenuous advocates and upholders 
of Packard's (which was also Haycs's) 
cause. This may make it scom oa 
sier and cheaper. to tbe President to 
throw Chamberlain overboard. than 
Packard, and by yielding in the one 
case to the claims of the Conserva- 
lives, and in the other to those of the 
Radicals, he may imagine that he can 
succeed in pleasing both partias par- 
tially. A middle course is the favo- 
rite refage of a- certain classe of 
statesmen, It does not follow that 
it is always tho best course. The 
right thing is to aim to find the true 
course and follow it, and it is greatly 
to be desired thet the hopes in this 
direction with which the Southern 
gentlemen at Washington were on 
Tuesday inspired during their. con 
versations nt the White House—as 
shown by onr special dispatches — 
will not prove meroly flattering and 
visivnary.—Balto. Sun.

went down. The railway track and 
bridges for ihres ‘miles ware washed 
away. Tho estimates of losses are vars 
iously stated as usual, but are evidently 
considerable, With the several such 
severe and expensive lessons which have 
within a few years been taught the New 
Englanders it would ‘seem Incredible 
that they have not fully profited by 
their experience. Their reputation fur 
foresight and precision in matters of 
pania mowunt, however, sécms to 
e wearing away, and tho results of 
cheapness and negligence nearly every 
year are fully illustraced by the giving 
“vay of some patchedsap dam, swamp: 
ing villages in the path of the flood, the 
destruction of property, and the throw- 
ing out of employment. of hundreds of 
people. 


Wien the civil government of 
Louisiana was to be overthrown and 
a lawless usurpation established at 
the point of the bayonet, it was found 
necessary to give the military com 
mand to somo reckless soldier, who 
would not let any-scruples of law ar 
duty atand in the way of executing 
the orders of the administration, and 
accordingly Louisiana was taken from 
General Hancock's Division of the 
Atlantic and attached to General 
Sheridan's command. It appears that 
President Hayes, when ho was con- 
templating an abandonment of the 
Southern policy of Grant, conceived 
the iden of restoring the military 
division to tho former natural ar- 
rangement, and it leaked out that an 
order to this effect had been prepared. 
But meanwhile the temporizing policy 
had been adopted, and itis not given 
out from Washington that while such 
an order is in contemplation it will 
nut be jssned- until “the present 
Sonthorn difficulties shall be settled.” 
If Mr. Hayes really wants to settle 
the present Southern difficnities he 
could hard!y give a plainer indication 
of his good intentions than by mak- 
ing this renssignment at once. To 
continue Sheridan incommand over 
Louisiana, after, allowing it tc be 
come known that bis removal bad 
been contemplated, is to serve notice 
upon the country that the revolution- 
ary action of that officer may be re~ 
sorted to again.—Phila. Times. 


Tur journey of Wade Hampton from 
South Carolina is appiap*iately describo] 
as on oyntion.
